SUSPENSION OF RATES 


ASKED BY SENATOR 


WASHINGTON, June 22.— 
The interestate commerce commis- 
sion was asked teday by Senator 
Walter F. George; of Georgia, to 
suspend the. recently ordered 1n- 
crease in freight. rates on coal ship- 
ments from producing centers to 
points in Georgia until persons in 
the state are given an opportunity 
to file protests. 

The new rates call for an in- 
crease in freight on coal from 3U 
to 35 cents per ton. Senator 
George acted at the request of 
merchants and consumers in the 
state. 


Suspension of proposed new freight 
increase 
Jeorgia’s freight bill by $600,000 a 
year was asked of the interstate com- 
merce commission Wednesday by the 
Georgia public service commission. 

The petition to the national rate- 
making body was prepared. on mo- 
tion of Commissioner Albert J. 
Woodruff. It raises the question 
whether higher rates would result in 
closing down numerous industrial 
plants in Georgia now barely able ‘to 
remain in operation, and thereby re- 
sult in eventual loss of revenue to the 
railroads, 

Chairman James A. Perry, 
Georgia commission, said the rail- 
roads were ordered by the interstate 
commerce commission to revise coal 
rates so as t6 remove violations of the 
long and short haul regulations. 

The new rates, advertised to become 
effective July 11, he said, are in prac- 


gia coal consuming points, From Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky mines to Geor- 
gia points he said the following in- 
creases were representative: Atlanta 
°6 cents per ton, Columbus 34 cents, 
Macon 26 cents and Waycross 15 
cents. 

He estimated Atlanta consumed 
under present 
business conditions, and from 800,000 
to 1,000,000 tons in normal times, 
making the proposed increase in the 
city’s freight bill around $200,000, 
with the remainder of the state con-

Marist Military Director 
Was Native of Atlanta 
and Widely Known Here.

Major Eugene R. E. Schmidt, for 
more than 30 years military director 
of Marist College, died Wednesday 
night at St. Joseph’s infirmary after 
an illness of approximately two wéeks. 
Major Schmidt, who was prominent 
throughout Atlanta, and scion of an 
old Atlanta family, was taken ill 
shortly after military commencement 
exercises at Marist and was removed 
to St. Joseph’ s about 10 days ago. 

A native of Atlanta, Major Schmidt. 
who was 56 years of age, assumed 


charge of military instruction of ca- 


_dets at Marist in 1901 and was widely 
of the 


known in both military and educa- 
tional circles. He was the son of a 
former general manager of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad, and came 
from a long line of military ancestors. 

Known to a host of friends as

Describing the Fulton county jail 
as..deiog @ training school for nar- 
cotic addicts, Frank Mena, govern- 
ment agent, Wednesday at a United 
States commissioner's hearing at 
which Dr, W. 
government physician, was placed un- 
der $3,000 bond for grand jury in- 
vestigation, told of many prisoners 
being “put on the dope” after being 
incarcerated. The physician was com- 
mitted to the county jail upon failure 
to post bond. 

Mena in his testimony said that 
the source of the drug traffic, so far 
as he knew, could be traced to Dr. 
Auten. He stated that morphine could 
be purchased by the payment of a 
small fee, without the prisoner under- 
going a physical examination. 

Dr. P. A, Williams, in charge of 
the narcotic office here, substantiated 
Mena’s statement, saying he had let- 
ters in his office which indicate that 
some of the prisoners haye become 
addicts since entering jail. 

Declaring that on several occasions 
he personally bought morphine from 
the physician, Mena said that the first 
purchase was on June 15. Marked 
currency was said to have been found 
on Dr. Auten’s person at the time 
of his arrest shortly after noon last 
Saturday. The physician disclaimed 
any knowledge of the money at the 
time of his arrest by government 
agents. 

W. Paul Carepenter, attorney for 
the accused physician, sought to cross- 
examine Mena regarding his national- 
ity and personal history. Mena at 
first refused to answer certain of the 
questions but later did so. He said 
that he was a citizen of the United 
States and formerly attended the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. He was hesi- 
tant about answering, he said, be- 
cause 6f the nature of his work and 
the danger in which it might place his 
family. 

Carpenter asked for a light bond

From sundown to dawn the lights 
of Dublin shine tonight in token of 
the formal opening of the great re- 
ligious celebration. which brought 
half a million pilgrims to this Irish 


Midnight mass celebrated in all 
churches of the diocese brought.to a 
close the day's inaugural, the high- 
light of which was the solemn cere- 
mony in the’ pro-cathedral. 

With a special message to Ireland, 
a blessing from Pope Pius XI, Cardi- 
nal Lauri formally opened the con- 
gress before distinguished congre- 
gation composed of the hierarchy of 
Ireland, prelates from other coun- 
tries and officials of the Irish free 
state. 

The cathedral was a brilliant shad- 
ing of color from the scarlet-clad car- 
dinals ranked on thrones near the al- 
tar through blocks of purple-robed 
bishops to ordinary surpliced priests 
who filled the rest of the nave. 

Outside multitudes stretched away 
for half a mile in packed streets while 
they followed the proceedings by the 
aid of loud speakers. 

Dignitaries assembled from bell a

He did so as he made preparations 
to leave “within a day or two” for 
the Chicago convention. 

“Upon my return,” said Walker, “lI 
will immediately take up the matter 
of the governor's communication.” He 
said he had not requested a place on 
the democratic convention's resolutions 
comumttee, but would serve there if 
chosen. He had delayed his departure 
for Chicago until Mrs. Walker, who 
was operated upon yesterday for ap- 
pendicitis and a tumor was on the 
road to recovery.

DEMOCRATS AWAIT 


Roosevelt Strategists Pre- 
pare for Convention Bat- | 
tle To Gain Fresh Sup- 
port for Executive.

CHICAGO, June 22.—(4)—New 
York's 94 votes became a_ greater 
enigma in democratic pre-convention 
speculation tonight through the post- 
ponement of a decision as to which 
presidential candidate will receive the 
fateful support. 

Taking part in national polities in 
a big way for the first time, John 
Curry. Tammany chieftain, said on 
his arrival the delegation would an- 
swer the question so many are ask- 
ing at a caucus to be held Sunday. 

The Roosevelt forces hope to gain 
at least 90 of New York’s 94 votes. 
James A. Farley, the New York gov- 
ernor’s field marshal, has expressed 
belief they would be forthcoming with 
Curry's arrival, but the Tammany 
boss declined to indicate which way 
the wind was blowing. 

Soon after reaching the city, Curry 
retired for the night—too early to. re- 
ceive James Farley, manager of the 
Roosevelt campaign. aud former Sena- 
ter Gilbert Hitchcock, Roosevelt 
choice for chairman of the resolutions 
committee, who called at his _ hotel 
suite. A meeting was arranged for 
tomorrow.

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Text of Hoover’s Statement 


| Urging Slash in Armaments | 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—(AP)~— 
The following is the full text of 
President Hoover's statement advo- 
cating a reduction of one-third of 
the world’s armaments: 

The delegations at the world con- 
ference on disarmament at Geneva 
are eng in discussions as to 
methods by which a more compre- 
hensive effort can be made toward 
disarmament. 

The following is the substance of 
instructions which have been giveh 
by the president to the American 
delegation for guidance in the dis- 
cussions which are now occupying 
them: 

“The time has come when we 
should cut through the brush and 
adopt some broad and definite 
method of reducing the overwhelm- 
ing burden of armament which now 
lies upon the toilers of the world. 
This would be the most important 
world step that could be taken to 
expedite economic recovery. We 
must make headway against the 
mutual fear and friction arising out 
of war armament which kill hu- 
man confidence throughout the 
world. We can still remain practi- 
cal in maintajning an adequate self- 
defense among all nations; we can 
add to the assurances of peace and 
yet save the people of the world 
from ten to _ fifteen billions of 
wasted dollars during the next 10 
years. 

“[ propose that the following 
principles should be our guide: 

“First: The Kellogg-Briand pact, 
to which we are all signatories, 
can only mean that the nations of 
the world have agreed that they 
will use their arms solely for de- 
fense. 

“Second: This reduction should

“Third: The armaments of the 
world have grown up in general mu- 
tual relation to eachother.

‘Fourth: The reductions must be 
real and positive. They must ef- 
fect economic relief. 

“Fifth: ‘There are three prob- 
lems to deal with—land forces, air 
forces and naval forces. They are 
all intereonnected. No part of the 
proposals which 1 make can be dis- 
associated one from the other. 

“Based on these principles, I pro- 
pose that the arms of the world 
world should be reduced by nearly 
one-third. 

“Land forces: In order to re- 
duce the offensive character of all 
land forces as distinguished from 
their defensive character, I propose 
the adoption of the presentation al- 
ready made af the Geneva confer- 
ence for the abolition of all tanks, 
all chemical warfare and all large 
mobile guns. This would not pre- 
vent the establishment or increase 
of fixed fortifications of any char- 
acter for the defense of frontiers 
and sea coasts. It would give an 
increased relative strength to such

tack. 

“TI propose furthermore that there 
should be a reduction of one-third 
in strength of all land armies over 
and above the so-called police com- 
ponent. 

“The land armaments of many 
nations are considered to have two 
functions.

I propose that we should 
accept for all nations a basis police 
component of soldiers proportion- 
ate to the average which was thus 
allowed Germany and these other 
states. This formula, with wtces-

nance of internal order by the na- 
tions of the world. Having ana- 
lyzed these two, components in «this 
fashion, I propose as stated abeve 
that there*should be a reduction of 
one-third in the strength of all land 
armies over and above the police 
component. 

“Air forces: All bombing planes 
to be abolished. This will do away 
with the military possessions of 
types of planes capable of attacks 
upon civil populations and should be 
coupled with the total prohibition of 
all bombardment from the air. 

“Naval forces: I propose that 
the treaty number and tonnage of 
battleships shall be reduced by one- 
third; that the treaty tonnage of 
aircraft carriers, cruisers and de- 
stroyers shall be reduced by one- 
fourth; that the treaty tonnage of 
submarines shall be reduced by one- 
third, and that no nation shall re- 
tain a submarine tonnage greater 
than 35,000. 

“The relative strength of naval 
arms in battleships and aircraft 
carriers, as between the five lead- 
ing naval powers, was fixed by the 
treaty of Washington. The relative 
strength in cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines was fixed, as between 
the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan, by the treaty of Lon- 
don. For the purposes of this pro- 
posal, it is suggested that the 
French and = Italian strength in 
cruisers and destroyers be calcu- 
lated as though they had joined in 
the treaty. of London on a basis 
approximating the so-called accord 
of March 1, 1931.

DRY LAW CHANGE 


Hull Says Plank Will 
Provide for Submission 
to States. 


BY FRANCIS M. STEPHENSON. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—(/)—The 
democratic platform for 1932 will 
carry a plank providing for submis- 
sion to the states of the question of 
repeal of national prohibition. 

This became certain today when 
Senator Hull, of Tennessee, prc :pec- 
tive chair ian of the resolutions com- 
mittee and ardent prohibitignist, ar- 
rived and announced: 

“It seems to be the consensus among 
most drys and wets alike, where I 
have recently travelled, that there 
might vell | a submission of this 
question in such direct, unequivocable 
form as would enable the voters of 
the different states to express their 
choice between retenticn and repeal.” 

About the same time, Alfred E. 
Smith, the 1928 standard bearer, de- 
clared in his first convention state- 
ment for “unconditional repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment” and immediate 
modification of the Volstead act. 

Submission or Repeal. 

Tonight, it appeared to be just a 
question of whether the party would 
declare for submission or a repeal, The 
former seemed more likely. 

Senator Hull speaks for the dom- 
inant Roosevelt element of the conven- 
tion. This group, at least controls the 
resolutions committee and appears to 
have the majority to put over the 
platform recommended b- the com- 
mittee. 

Casting aside the prohibition issne 
as settled, the Rooseveltians are turn- 
ing now tv the Vital economic planks 
and in them there is some trouble for 
the party. Hull wants a flat, firm dec- 
laration for reduction of the tariff. 

“It would be absolutely infamous,” 
said Hull, “and every delegate should 
be kicked into Lake Michigan if they 
should fail to give s ‘ious and para- 
mount importance to these nation- 
wide conditions of unparalleled starv- 
ing, suffering and distress, and offer 
basic remedies for the panic causes.” 

Savings Urged. 

He recommended “ruthless retrench- 
ments’ in expenditures of federal, 
state and local governments and a 
restoration of commodity prices by 
concerted international action. 

Harry F. Byrd, representing Vir- 
ginia, also declared today for submis- 
sion of a repeal plank to the states 
and so did Senator Long, of Louisi- 
ana. Leaders seem to be most unani- 
mous on prohibition except for how 
far to go. 

Because of his drastic tariff views, 
Senator Hull has been inclined to 
forego the chairmanship of the reso- 
lutions committee. If he does not ac- 
cept the post, it appeared likely to- 
night that Gilbert M. Hitchcock, form- 
er Senator from Nebraska and one- 
time spokesman in the senate for 
Woodrow Wilson, might be tendered 
the chairmanship. 

Curran Sees Repeal. 

A conviction that the democratic 
platform will not only provide the 
submission of a prohibition repeal 
amendment but also will pledge the 
party to work for repeal was expressed 
by Henry H. Curran, president of the 
Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment. 

He said he based this conviction on

Sitting in the plane yesterday on the way back home from that box- 
ing match wherein the Sharkey man won the heavyweight ring title, 
there seemed a perfectly obvious reason why there was so much dis- 
satisfaction with the verdict. The majority of the boys had selected 
Schmeling to win and no one likes to see his best thoughts, the effort of 
at least three or four minutes of heavy ratiocination, kicked around like 
that. 

No matter how unbiased a fellow may be he simply cannot give his 
own selection the worst of it and give three cheers for the other fellow’s. 
There were more people who selected Schmeling to win. Hence the wide- 
spread dissatisfaction when he lost. But you have no idea how many nice 
people were satisfied with ghe verdict. The odds stayed right on in fa- 
vor of Sharkey and there was no “‘in-the-bag” hint at any time before 
the fight. 

And while I am always very sympathetic and willing to listen 

to any man’s beef, | cannot get very sympathetic about the beef 

uttered by Joseph Jacobs, and his man Schmeling. Because all] the 

boys who squawked because the Sharkey man won the title, and 
this, of course, includes Joseph Jacobs, seem to forget that Max 

Schmeling was awarded the title while sitting on the floor with a 

pained look on his face listening to Joe Jacobs make a beef about 

his man having been grievously fouled. 

As between the two the Sharkey man is in the much more desirable 
position. He did not win the title sitting down. And so it was not un- 
usual to hear some of the boys laugh coarsely while Joseph Jacobs was 
making his beef. ‘“‘How can you be so clean and laugh so dirty?’’ asked 
the Yussel. 

It was a boxing match and Sharkey won it by a small margin. 

And do not permit anyone to tell you anything else. Had it been 

a fight the Schmeling boy would likely have won it. But he tried 

to play Jack Sharkey’s game and box with him. And there is no 

man who can box with Jack Sharkey. He often made the German 

boy look very bad. And those who saw Sharkey as ‘‘murdered” 
because he had a black eye, have yet to explain how a murdered 
man could go skipping about the ring in a delirum of joy as soon 

as the decision was announced. 


And in the fifteenth round there was a little fighting and the Sharkey 
man had an edge in that. And ‘twas that, no doubt, which really decided | 
the fight. No one could understand why Schméling persisted in playing | 
Sharkey’s own game after waiting for two years until it was thought that 
- Sharkey was past his peak, as he probably is. 

The thing had to be based on points and Sharkey had left- 
jabbed himself into enough of them by the tenth round to be in 
good shape. : 

The fight, pardon me, the boxing contest, did decide one thing. And 
that is that Max Schmeling’s right hand possesses no lethal qualities such 
as were claimed for it after the Stribling defeat. He bounced it off Jack 
Sharkey’s sideburns and chin a half-dozen times and it did not make the 
sailor wince. And Sharkey has no great punch. But, ah, my friends, and 
oh, my foes, how the man can box!

Sarazen played the course with Bob- 
by Jones, and gave a demonstration of 
long hitting as well brilliant put- 
ting that re-established the stocky 
Italian professional as the favorite in 
the all-star field which tees off the 
first 18-hole round tomorrow. 

“It seemed just being back home 
again,” smiled Gene after he had fin- 
ished the last three difficult holes in 
4-3-4, dropping 20-foot putts for 
birdies on the 16th and 17th holes. “I 
hope that putting touch stays with 
me for the rest of the week.” 

BOB SHOOTS 75. 

Jones, here to watch -the tourna- 
ment from the side lines and then 
appear with Sarazen, Bill Burke and 
Tommy Armour in an exhibition 
match Sunday for the benefit of the 
mayor’s unemployment committee, shot 
the course in 75 strokes despite a 
tendency to hook his tee wallops and 
misjudge some of the greens. The for- 
mer world champion, who last won 
the American open in 1930, was out 
in and back in 37 as compared 
with Sarazen’s even 35-35. 

Jones declined to make any pre- 
dictions but praised Sarazen’s game 
and offered the suggestion that 292 
would be “plenty good,” that even 294 
might be sufficient to win over the 
(2-hole championship ‘route.

South Has Wealth in Paper 
Made From Pines, Says Herty 


Noted Chemist Among 
Prominent Speakers at 
Forestry Convention at 
Rome.

ROME, Ga., June 22.—(/)—Dr. 
Charlies H. Herty, of New York, di- 
rector of research and former presi- 
dent of the American Chemical So- 
ciety, today told members of the Geor- 
gia Forestry Association in meeting 
here that one of the greatest commer- 
cial opportunities in the south has 
been opened with the discovery that 
white paper can be made from virtu- 
ally all its pine forests. 

Dr. Herty exhibited white paper 
chemical pulp, made for the first time 
from long leaf and loblolly pines, 
which constitute 80 per cent of the 
south’s pine forests. He also showed 
lantern slides giving inside views of 


and slides showing the fibers of the 
three types of pine from which white 
paper can be manufactured—slash, 
loblolly and long leaf.

forestry and geological development. 

Bonnell Stone, development agent 
of the state department of forestry 
and geological development, told the 
members that the state would progress 
only as she properly develops her for- 
est and mineral resources.
